THE FREAKISH WIND, 


Pranks It Has Played With Smoke, 
Dust and Grain. 


During a volcanic eruption in the | 
Hawaiian Islands the smoke rose to 
a ‘height of between five and six miles | 
and then drifted away to the north 
east. At a distance of 600 miles it | 
settled on the surface of the sea anu 
was then carried back by the north- 
east wind to its place of origin, where 
it arrived a fortnight after its orig 
inal departure and covered the entire 
group of islands with its heavy pall 

Not long ago @ steamer was on her 
way along the north African coast 
from Asia to England and had enter- 
ed the Galita channel between the 
island of that name and the coast of 
Tunis when a fine dust began to dark- 
en the air and soon afterward to fall 
on deck, Some of this dust was col- 
lected and subjected to chemical ana- 
lysis in Europe. Ita constituents 
proved that it had been carried high 
in the air from the Sahara desert and 
had finally dropped into the Mediter 
ranean 

More extraordinary still was a dust 
shower that fell in Hungary some 
years ago. Analysis showed that this 
dust was identical with the sediment 
of the Nile. The dust was believed to 
have been brought by the wind all 
the way from Egypt, a pretty lone

OMB ONE has aptly called the 
general housework servant « 
“Pooh-Bah in petticoats." All 
branches of household toll are 

included in her province, 

This does not mean, however, that 
she discharges them all, When she te 
engaged sie doubtioss agrees to do 
cooking, chamberwork, walling on 
table and very likely washing and 
fronting as well, Sometimes she does 
all these things, but it t# usually 
when she ta very competent and the 
family i very amall. Gone are the 


old days when one maid w con 
sidered sufficient for a good-sised 
family, Thia te a period of speciallaae 


tion, and we must have a mald for 
nearly every variety of work. The 
higher wages these epecialista com- 
mand make it an object with the gen. 
eral housework servant to seek promo- 
tion from her solitary state as soon as 
porsible. 

Whether it be the result ot this same 
specialization or an outcome of more

elaborate methods of living, there ts 
no doubt that a good mald-of-all-work 
in hard to find and to keep. It gos 
without saying that her wages have 
gone up, like everything else. “The fact 
that she does not pay rent or food or 
fuel bille does not militate against 
her demanding more pay for the 
fame work that was done ten years ago 
at @ amaller wage, 

None the less, since a competent 
maid is a rarity, it behooves the pos- 
or of one to consider her #o far 
she can, The average mistress 
cepts it as a matter of course that 
she should lend @ hand in the cookery 
on Monday and Tuesday, besides 
washing the dishes and making the 
beds, On other days she probably does 
the dusting and assumes small duties 
about the house, Yet, while she ta 
ready to take a share of the work, 
ehe should have it clearly understood 
with the maid that certain duties fall 
upon the servant's shoulders and that 
‘when the mistress performs them she 
does it not of merit on the mald's part, 
but of free grace on that of the em- 
ployer, 

Hecause the women who have re- 
mained general housework servants 
until middle age are generally elther 
not competent for higher work or are 
#o “set in thelr ways" as to be dif- 
ficult to manage, it is sometimes well 
for the mistress who has the time and 
the strength to take a young and com- 
paratively inexperienced girl and train 
her to her hand, I know there ts a 
strong probabilitg that #0 soon as she 
is of a real value in the household 
she will seek another home where she 
will get higher wages; but she would 
be likely to do that anyhow, And 
there is always a chance that she may 
have elther the common sense or the 
doyalty to stand by her first employer, 

The maid engaged with the under- 
Standing, always to be borne in mind 
fn such conditions, that she is ‘to turn 
her hand to anything,” the mistress 
should set about training her in the way 
#b@ means *o have her follow steadily.

The next step is to go into the living 
rooms and open them to alr; after that 
the front hall may be brushed off and 
a touch given to the front steps and 
the sidewalk, unless there is an outside 
man engaged to do this, The dining 
room and drawing room may also be 


brushed up, if they need it, and the 
furniture straightened—dusting done, 


too, if this Is one of the maid's duties, 
In Qny case, the dining room should be 
put in spotless order for the Morning 
meal 

When the maid in brisk about her 
duties, all Mls can be done before it is 
time for her to put the kettle over 
Bhould the cereal be one needing long 
cooking, it should have been set over a 
low flame when the maid first came 
downstaira, 

The amount of work a maid can do 
before breakfast depends, as a matter 
of course, upon the kind of breakfast 
to be prepared, In houkeholds where 
there is & simple meal of fruit, cePeai, 
bacon and eggs, toast and coffee, her 
work is comparatively light, but in a 
home where hot bread must be made, 
potatoes and meat cooked, she can 
hardly be expected to get through with 
much before the morning meal, 

In households where only one maid 
is employed she is not expected to do 
any waiting at breakfast beyond 
bringing in the successive courses and 
removing the plat they are used, 
Hy the time the family oh the last 
stage of the breakfast she should 
either eat her own breakfast or go 
to the upstaire work. If the beds 
have been stripped to alr by their 
occupants on rising, the task of get- 
ting the reoms in order ts taken in 
hand, Beds may be made, the furnt- 
ture put in order, the floor gone over 
with a carpet # er, solled water 
emptied, the utensils cleansed. This, 
too, is the time to put the bathroom in

MAKING A BALLOON. 


Precautions Taken to Keep the Gas 
Bag From Destruction. 

It may interest the reader to hear 
‘something about the construction of a 
| big modern balloon and its equipments. 
{It is made of what is known as bal- 

loon cloth, which sometimes is of silk 
and is sewed in small sections of about 
| & yard square, so that if one of the sec- 
j tions should burst the whole balloon 
would not collapse and destroy the 
aeronaut. 

At the top of the bag Is the valve to 
let the gas out when one wishes to de- 
ascend, A rope for opening it runs from 
this valve through the center of the 
balloon to the operator in the basket. 
The balloon is filled through the neck, 
ond this is left always open, so that 
when the gas expands from the heat of 
the sun or the lesser pressure of high 
altitudes the gas may escape and not 
burst the envelope, 

As soon as the balloon is sewed to- 
gether it is blown full of alr and given 
three coats of varnish. Bach coat must 
be allowed to dry thoroughly before 
the next is applied, or else they would 
hever become perfectly dry, and the 
balloon would be likely to be destroyed 
at any minute from spontaneous com- 
bustion. This spontaneous combustion 
is not a bursting into fame, but a kind 
of exceedingly quick dry rot. I myself 
have lost three balloons through it. 
Once In my factory we were looking at 
a beauty when some one sniffed the 
air and remarked, “Thomas’ balloon is 
gone.” And so it proved to be. Five 
minutes saw it destroyed—rotten so 
that you could poke your finger through 
it. 

Sometimes the balloon ts so affected 
in only a few sections, and a man may 
make an ascension thinking his bal 
Joon ts all right. Protected by the fine 
netting whieh envelops the balloon It 
self, he may even get up to some height 
before discovering his danger, In for 
mer times there were many fatal accl 
dents from this cause, 

When a balloon is packed, talcum or 
some other powder ls eprinkled over 
the folds to keep them from adhering 
to each other, If this is neglected the 
balloon will be ruined, especially to hot 
weather, 

As I said, a fine netting covers the 
bailoon proper both to strengthen It 
and to carry the weight of the basket 
and its contents, All the atrands of 
the netting come together in the “con 
centrating ring,” Just above the basket, 
in which the aeronaut stands, The an 
chor and guide ropes aa well as the 
basket are fastened to this concentrat 
ing ring, 

All modern balloons, besides the 
Valve, have a rip cord fastened to a 
long patch sewed in the envelope, by 
means of which the balloon ean be cut 
in two and brought to earth Instantly, 
This ls never used except in case of ex- 
treme emergency and where the basket’ 
la within ten or fifteen feet of the 
ground.Dr, J, P, Thomas in Apple 
ton's.

WONDERS OF THE SUN 


| Somie Facts About That Colossal 
Fiery Globe. 


AN IDEA OF ITS GREAT SIZE. 


Our Earth and Moon, as Far Apart as 
They Now Are, Could Easily Move 
Around In its Flaming Interior—Some 
of the Substances It Contains. 


Astronomy does not always consist 
of night studies. There are some thing» 
to be seen after darkness Is gone, both 
with glass and unassisted eye. The 
dear old moon often gives us a good 
daylight view of herself, looking as if 
haggard, sleepy and disgusted after be- 
ing out overnight. The star Venus has 
often been seen in the afternoon, Some 
comets are on record as having ap- 
proached so near the earth that the 
fame could be said of them for weeks 
ata time, 

But of course the great day attrac: 
tion Is the ruler of our own family of 
brother and sister planeta, the sun. 

Although “medium sized” as com- 
pared to many of the fixed stars, our 
sun fis no lightweight, being about 
1,800,000 times as latge as the earth. If 
some great force could put us in the 
center of that ultra mammoth globe, 
and the moon also (keeping ber at the 
fame distance from us as she now ta), 
and there was another moon nearly as 
far away from her, the earth, and the 
two moons and all the space between 
them could stil! be contained In the 
great, sparkling sun, 

Its distance from us is 02,897,000 
miles, a very tedious little journey if 
we could make it by customary meth- 
oda, You can find plenty of accounts 
in books of how long it would take a 
Tallroad train to get to it, and you can 
nacertain it yourself by a little figuring. 
You will learn, for instance, that a tim: 
ited express traveling 1,000 miles per 
day would arrive at Sun station In 
about 254 years, during which time 
there would probably be a few deaths 
on the train, If when the engine ar 
rived it could give a blast of the whis 
tle loud enough to be heard here, the 
people at this end of the line would 
have to walt fourteen years before the 
signal arrived if it proceeded at the 
usual velocity of sound, 

But the eye, most wonderful of con- 
veyances, cau traverse all that dis 
tance In between eight and nine min- 
thes, It takes that length of time 
for light to pass between the two 
worlds, 

What ts the material of which that 
great flery globe is composed? The 
following substances have been detect- 
ed by the spectroscope and may be 
cousidered as surely a part of it: Bart 
um, calcium, chromium, cobalt, copper, 
hydrogen, tron, magnesium, manga- 
nese, nickel, platinum, silicon, silver, 
sodium, titanium, vanadium, It ts 
thought that the following substances 
fre also there, although the proof, 
while strong, is not absolute; Alaminl- 
um, cadmium, carbon, lead, molybde- 
num, palladium, uranium and gine, It 
in a wingrular fact that gold has not yet 
been discovered to this great golden 
orb 

The fact that “all le action, all ta mo. 
tion,” not only in “this world of ours,” 
but throughout our entire universe, ts 
Illustrated by the sun, for, while all the 
planeta of our system are revolving 
around It, it le not Itnelf atl; it would 
seem to be having a walts of ite own. 
It turns on Ite axis, it has another mo- 
thon about the center of gravity of the 
solar system, and, besides, i is on ite 
way, with ite flock of planets, toward 
some distant polnt in space at the 
rate of 000 miles per minute, These 
facts and figures sound strange and 
hardly bellevable, but they bave been 
demonstrated mathematically over and 
over again by astronomers of different 
times and lands. 

One of the most tnteresting things 
to be seen upon the sun is ite spots 
for this great king of planets is not 
entirely Immaculate, Some think these 
are caused by cyclones, some that they 
are eruptions from within the sun's 
surface, some by cool matter from me 
teors fulllng into the hotter atmos 
phere, and this last idea would seem 
the most sensible one, Buch a great 
flaming furnace os the sun apparent 
ly Is, giving out life to a colony of plan 
eta, must have food, and posalbly the 
great beat giving, life imparting crea 
ture may when spots appear be taking 
its rations, 

These spots, often thousands of miles 
in extent, although they look so small 
from earth, can many of them be seen 
with an opera glass, but it la neces 
sary to combine the Instrument with 
smoked glass, which can be fastened 
upon it with robber bands elther at the 
eye or view end,

starch ia removed, 

You will thereupon find the white 
letters of your name standing forth 
immaculately against the black back- 
ground of your umbrella cover, The 
cornstarch paste la applied to keep the 
olla of the paint from penetrating the 
umbrella cover and showing on the 
outer side, As it is, no unsightly 
Rrease spots come through, Your name 
is fixed and If painted near the tip it 
will be unobtrusive to you, though a 
constant reminder to the borrower or

Goldwin Smith ‘Was Prototype of Pro. 
fessor In Disraeli’s Lothair. 


There ate few peng facts better 
known than that Prof. Goldwin Smith 
of Toronto University was the orig- 
inal of the Oxford professor in Dia- 
raeli’s ‘‘Lothair.” He is not the onl 
living person whom he sketched, an 
the present Marchioness of Blandford 
is in the same novel and also in 
“Endymion,” 

“Tess of the D'Urbervilles,” the 
masterpiece of Thomas Hardy, has, 
as one of its minor characters, an 
English bishop. The brilliant CGuth- 
bert Clare, brother of Angel Clare, 
who is at Cambridge and afterwards 
a professor, is none other than the 
Right Rev. Handley Carr Glyn Moule, 
Bishop of Durham, and it follows 
thet the Rev, Mr. Clare of the novel 
yes, be father. He is, however, now 
dead. eae 

The three curates of Charlotte 
Bronte’s “Shirley” are, as everybody 
admita, materpioces of characteriza 
tion, and perhaps that is not to be 
wondered at when it is considered 
that they were all drawn from the 
life. Had this article been written 
a few months ago Charlotte Bronte’s 
husband would have been included, 
for he was one of the curate band. 
Nevertheless there is still another 
left, The Rev. James Bradley, now a 
very old man and living in retire- 
ment at Richmond, was actually the 
original of the Rev. David Sweeting 
of the famous novel 

“The Child of the Jago,” by Arthur 
Morrison, made a stir when it first 
appeared, beenuse the conditions of 
life it revoaled were deemed ee 5 
sible and overdrawn. But the v. 
Osborne Jay of Shoreditch preved

The great noveliet and poet was edu- 
cated at the United Services College 
at Westward Ho, in North Devon, 
and that is the school so graphically 
depicted in “Stalky and Co.” One of 
the “Co.” is a boy named Beetle who 
wears “gig-lampa,” and the boy is 
Kipling himself. 

Lord Rosebery is the Lord Linlith- 
cow of Morley Roberta’ novel of that 
name, and another political celebrity, 
William O'Brien, M.P., is the Ken- 
nedy Rohan of hia own work, “When 
We Were Boys”; while undoubted! 
Tom Sawyer of Mark Twain's nove! 
of that name, and aleo of hia “Hue- 
kleberry Finn.” was Samuel 8.

William Reiman, a jeweler in New 
York city, has had plans drawn for 
@ revolving house which he will build 
at Bayside, N.Y 

Mr. Reiman’s Bayside home wil) 
be the result of many yenrs of 
thought over the matter of genuine 
home comfort, for he has often de 
clared that, with the advantages of 
modern appliances and electricity, 
there seemed little reason for the 
sunny side of the house being in the 
sun all summer and the shady side 
being in the shade all winter, 

Mr. Reiman would have a home 
the windows of which may follow the 
sunshine in winter or avoid it in 
summer. An architect has studied 
the problem and has completed plans 
for such a home, which will be built 
at a cost of $36,000, exclusive of the 
teal estate, 

As proposed, the house will be 
constructed on a turntable, whieh 
will be operated by electric power, 
The owner, in his library or bedroom, 
may press a button and on the piax 
tus will sound @ tinkling of bolls to 
ioee who are avout to enter or leave 
tie house, warning them that the 
Keiman home ia about to manoeuvre 
by either the right or left flank.

MINE TIMBERS. 


They Add Eight Cents to the Cost of 
Each Ton of Anthracite. 

The cost of every ton of anthracite is 
increased 8 cents by the expense of the 
mine tinbers. To supply these tim- 
bers, says the Vegetarian Magazine, 
requires each year the product of ap- 
proximately 150,000 acres of forest. . 

Timber is used for cross thea for 
tram roads In the main haulage ways, 
as wooden rollers and as props. A set 
of gangway timber consists of two 
legs, commonly tine or ten feet long 
and about thirteen inches In diameter, 
and a collar six or seven feet long. 
‘These sets are placed on an average at 
intervals of five feet. One gangway 
frequently contains 1,000 sets, and ten 
ganugways to a colliery is not an un- 
ugual number, 

The average life of the timber ts 
hardly above two years, Forty-five per 
cent of the timbers are destroyed by 
decay, while breakage, wear and in- 
sects destroy the remainder, By peel. 
ing the timbers and properly seasoning 
them and especially by giving them 
& treatment in oils or chemical saita 
their length of service le materially in- 
creased, 


The Marble and the Pencil. 

The marble trick is as old as the days 
of Artatotie, Cross the middie and 
fore fingers and roll a marble between 
them, The marble will feel like two, 
because It Is being felt In an unaccus- 
tomed way. If a pencil is drawn be 
tween the crossed fingers the one pen 
cll will feel like parallel bars. The 
same Ulusion may be worked by plac 
ing the pencil between the lips and 
then moving the under lip to one side, 
causing the pencil to feel like two, 
More curious than any of these is the 
one where the forefinger is crossed 
over the little Gouger behind Whe otber 
two and then applied to the end of the

“To make Roquefort cheese we must 
have the proper raw material—sheep's 
milk, Of course we have sheep in 
America, but show me a Yankee farm- 
er who would go to the trouble of milk- 
ing sheep! It is even too much for 
him to milk cows, and it is the stand- 
ard lamentation of all our farmers 
that the boys, even If they stay on the 
farm, do not want to do any milking. 
Before they do such kind of work they 
would rather go to a business school or 
4 college where they study agriculture, 
chemistry, ete, 

“How ia Roquefort cheese cured? 
The mold In the cheese in produced by 
moldy breadcrumbsa which are ground 
to a green dust and mixed in the 
cheese curd, The country around 
Roquefort is very rocky, The lime 
stone rocks are full of crevices and 
caves, which draw in the warm alr in 
summer, give it out In winter, and vice 
versa, 

“These cares hare been provided by 
nature apd improved by cellars that 
have been bullt In such a way that 
these natural currents of warm and 
cold alr pass through them, where 
Roquefort cheese is cured, This ts the 
way that Koquefort cheese ta ripened 
and gets ite pecnuiiar favor and char 
acter, It ie all very well for the sect 
entists to study the chemical process 
which the cheese Is undergoing, but to 
proluce thia process in an artificial 
way is another question, Nature ts 
the best chem/lat. 

“The manufacture of Roquefort 
cheeso has been tried in America, but 
the manufacturers did not make much 
of a success, Nobody manufactures 
Roguefort In America at present. We 
know of ope manufacturer who tried to 
make Roquefort cheese of goats’ milx, 
Tle boasted expecially that he would 
tise only the milk of ‘imported’ goats, 
Just think of the idea! Imported goats 
grating on American pdstures were 
expected to give better favored milk 
than domestic goats, it ts the climate, 
the special soll, atmospheric influences, 
ete.. which produce the fine fragrant 
crass, The milk of the cows or goats 
or sheep is naturally the product of 
the grass they are eating, the water 
they are drinking, and neither this nor 
the climate nor the country can be Im- 
ported to America-—only the product 
which the climate or country produces. 
That ta why neither the American 
Camembert nor Roquefort ever bas the 
favor or fragrance of the imported ar 
ticle in spite of all the Imported goats 
or imported cattle or even of Imported 
tlcrobes,”
